picMion, " Whelhur n Congress of Nations 
phouUl bo established," 'was opened in the 
aflirmativa by Mr. Dunn. Ho said ho did not 
expect to give a very comprehensive view of 
tho subject, in tho short timo allotted to each 
Bpcaker, but thought ho should bo nblo'to in 
trodueo soina good nnd sulllciunt reasons why 
null a Congress should bu established. One 
of tho most important objects would bo, to re 
lucu llm law of nations to a regular mid uni 
arm system. 
Hu said the law, boforo tlm 


time of (troiius, was undefined in its princi 
lies, uncertain in ilH applicntion, and of littlo 
iractiuHl Iwnclit lo the world. And that even 
sinco that great potmiB had truiitud tho sub- 
i!Ut, ihnngh it was in a much better condition 
linn before, it was still unsettled in a great 
tagrce. Ho alluded to acvoral instances—tho 
right to impress seamen, and tho right of ua- 
ions at war to declare tho ports and coasts of 
mch other to bo in a state of blockade, with- 
out u competent naval force to maintain tho 
ilouknilo in fnct. 
Ho enid England onco de- 


clared tha whole coast of Franco to bo 
blockaded, and Franco returned tho compli- 
ment. Tho loss to noutrnl nations, whose 
commerce was thus destroyed, was immunsa; 
tho loss of this country nlono, on account of 
the blockade of Canton by England, »vas ton 
nillions of dollars. Ila thought a Congress 
of Nations would dofino this right,—would 
imit it to its proper exurcisc, and thus pre- 
vent many of thu evils which had heretofore 
iiecn caused. 


Another grout object to bo accomplished 


WHS tho prevention of wnr. It was natural for 
us to mlmiru military glory, but ho thought 
tho laurels on tha hero's brow too dearly 
•aincd, at tlm prico of tho carnage, tho blood; 
lie cluRtli, and tho sorrow and desolation, 
which wero caused by war. A Congress of 
Nations might prevent this oviHn a great do 
roe. One of thu chief beauties of such an 
establishment would bo, that it would havo no 
soldiers, no groat standing armies to enforce 
Is decrees. Its power would bo in tho moral 
brcu and justice of those decrees themselves. 
Ho then proceeded to examine some of tho 
objections which ho supposed would bo bro't 
ngiiinst it, 


Mr. Galling followed in tho negative. His 


objections wore not to tho objects sought to bo 
gained by a Congress of Nations, but that such 
a Congress would bo inadequate to attain those 
objects. Ho thought tho whole thing imprac- 
ticable, and founded on u mistaken notion.— 
Those on tho affirmative seemed to think tho 
golden ago had corao, nnd that tho members 
of their Peace Congress would bo all wise and 
virtuous men. This was n great mistake. Men 
wore wicked nnd corrupt now, as they had al- 
ways boon. And this Congress might, in nil 
probability, bo composed of men who would 
prove n scourge lo tho world, instead of a 
blessing! lie said tho majority of tho govern- 
ments in the world wore monarchical, anr 
that tho monarchical principle would havo tho 
majority of representatives in tho proposed 
Congress.' This would bo fatal to (ho interests 
of republican governments. 
Thuir rights 


would bo sacrificed, nnd the fetters bound 
tighter upon the enslaved nations of the world 
Ho thought, if tho caso of Hungary had been 
submitted to ineh a Congress, the action,of 
Russia would hate been justified^ That free 
governments could, tnke better care of their 
own interests, .than would be taken by .the 
representatives of despotic governments, »nc 
that all those matter* which it was proposed to 
submit-to ths.t tribunal, .could be better nun- 
aged by moans of treaties. • 


• Mr. Catling was (bllowtd in the nog»tivo 
by Messrs. Smith & Guonuon, who,both thot 
the idea of a Congress of Nations inpractica< 


ile and absurd. In the first placa,'no siUsfiic- 
tory buu of representation could bo fixed 
upon. 3lhe,United States Would not content 
to a basis in which it would have no greater 
Toico than Switzerland or Denmark. And if 
representation should be fixed according to 
jopulalion, then the influence of our govern- 
ment would, be overborne by that, of despo- 
tisms. This was an insuperable objection to 
start on. r And oven if this should be reme- 
died, and such a Congress established, its de- 
iroos would be against the interests of froo 
governments, and could never be submitted 
to without the greatest injury..

Mr. Johnson'then rose,' and said he would 


iko to make a few remarks in favor of aiPeacc 
~!ongress. ,H« had hoped the young men 
would come up willingly to advocate that 
great measure, and not have to be dragged 
ip it, as they most certainly would. For he 
)cliovcd it must prevail. He had faith in 
lumanity. Ho then described, briefly, some 
of the horrors of war,—some of which had 
alien under his own observation when a boy. 
He remembered the return of one of the Seot- 
ish regiments from tho baltlo of Waterloo. 
They went out eleven hundred strong, and 
came back with only two or. three hundred. 
Ho saw tho women and children clinging 
around tho knees of tho remnant that had re- 
;urncd, and inquiring with tears of sorrow i\f- 
;or those who would never return again. lie 
thought if those present had seen that, they 
would bo in favor of a measure which would 
prevent wars, as he believed a Congress of 
Nations would.

Mr. Monzics closed thiudubato by, n very 


clear'argument in the affirmative. .lie stiid 
tho only objection which hud been brought 
was tlm diflicully of establishing tho Congress 
proposed, hut thought this might Im surmount- 
ed. Ho said, lot every nation havo only one 
representative. And even though they should 
never succeed in settling a single dispute, 
they, would yet do. a vast amount of good. 
The questions which arose boforo them woul'd 
be discussed,—tlm discussions and arguments 
bo published in all languages,—tho people of 
all nations would bo interested in them, and 
would become moro 'and moro enlightened, 
more and more inclined to settle their dis- 
putes without war. Ho said, suppose tho free 
government!! were out-numbered, still the 
opinions and tho arguments of a great states- 
man, like Webster or'Clay, would not bo 
without weight. They must produce an influ- 
ence on the world. Such a Congress would 
not bo permitted to interfere with tho internal 
arrangements or form of government of any 
nation, but would only settle disputes between 
nations, and declare tho laws by which they 
would be governed in their intercourse with 
each other. Ho thought tlio opinion'pf tho 
civilized world, expressed through -this Con- 
gress, would havo groat influence. Ho said 
tho force of public .opinion, was becoming 
stronger and stronger, and tho system of 'vio- 
lence and war was passing away. Tlio Repeal 
of tho Corn Laws in England, a bloodless revo- 
lution, was a proof of this.' .There was a time 
when such.a§ victory, far moro glorious than if 
achieved by nrnis, • would havo been thought 
ns wild and visionary as; tho settlement of na- 
tional disputes by a Congress of Nations now 
i*. But ho thought the latter would yet be 
accomplished, us the former had been. ';'„'.
